It is true that he has a very powerful touch of the brogue 
but this does not prevent him from doing full justice to the 
Knglishman.

Lyndhurst ag Sir Giles Overreach 
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Lyndhurst is, perhaps, one of the most consummate artists 
that evertrod the boards. His easy transition from one 
part to another—his thorough acquaintance With all the 
technicalities of the stage, his perfect knowledge of hoy 
to’ cross from one side to the other, and his being con. 
stantly alive to the proper moments at which to go out, 
and at which to come in, have given him a pre-eminence, 
which, by his talents alone he could never have acquired. He 
entered the theatre of politics as ja supernumery, and gradu- 
ally rising into what is professionally called /ittle business, 
he was taken notice of by the manager of the two great 
houses, and speedily attained advancement. He is principally 
remarkable for his indifference as to who was manager, so that 
he was engaged{; and for a certain shuffling in his manner, 
which, though decidedly objectionable, has not much stood in 
his way, as he has always been ready to turn his hand to any 
thing. Our artist has sketched him as Sir Giles Overreach, a 
part which he has been very fond of, though he has, like 
most others, failed in it. He has lately been taking a very 
silly part in Matrimony, and though, by the manner in 
which he has acted, he has shown a certain taste for broad 
farce, he has only succeeded so far as to have made himself 
truly ridiculous.

Graham as the Gamester 





This is a performance at the same time revolting and true 
tonature.

Stanley as Tom Thumb 
, In this instance the last is in reality least, for it would be 
difficult to find any one so truly little in its largest sense as 
Stanley, He has, in his time, played many parts, but he has 
settled into Tom Thums, tor which. by the union of his bom- 
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bast and insignificance, he seems to be most thoroughly 
qualified. It would be idle to waste criticism upon this 
vapouring puppet. He has failed in every thing he has at- 
tempted, except in Tom Thumb, for which, nature evident- 
iy intended him. Our artist has given a perfect representa- 
tion of this pigmy political performer, who is so far a good 
actor, as to be the cause of the most violent mirth of his 
audience ; but it is only fair to add, that such mirth is the re- 
sult of contempt, and not of admiration. 

We now drop the curtain on our political company of 
players, with this one remark, that we should have no objec- 
tion to see them go through their degrading performances, if | 
it were not that they demand from us what we have a strong 
disinclination to pay—exorbitant salaries. 
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LAURIB, versus LAW.
